January 14, 1989, was an overwhelmingly 
hot day.

Finally, 
there I was, a bride at 22 wearing a beautiful 
wedding dress custom-made by Fiona 
Scanlan, with gold ribbon, seed pearls and 
pearl buttons. 

We hosted 150 guests - not a large wedding 
by European standards.

In December 2012, Gina met for coffee 
with RHOM*s casting agents after they’d 
hunted her down via her sister, Teresa, 
and so began her journey as a TV star. 

I arrived to find a whole production crew 
waiting in the wings - cameras, lighting and 
sound guys. I knew Andrea Moss and two 
others out of the 12 women, but I had heard 
of most of them. There were sandwiches, 
chocolates and Champagne. I went home after 
the lunch and didn’t give it too much thought. 

I went overseas in March 2013 and stayed 
with my partner who’d set up an apartment in 
Atlanta. While there, I received a phone call 
from the casting agent. The broadcaster who’d 
commissioned the show had settled on their 
cast and had agreed to film it in Melbourne; it 
was going to be called The Real Housewives of 
Melbourne. They had selected six women and 
I was one of them. 

By July I was formally offered the role and 
given the contract to sign. I wasn’t entirely 
happy with the terms offered and, being 
the lawyer I am, I continued to negotiate. 
Ultimately, all the women would be bound 
by the same contract so I knew every term 
I negotiated would benefit the whole team. 

I felt quite burdened by the decision: to 




sign or walk away. 

It was all being 
handed to me, 
but I wasn’t sure 
whether I wanted 
it. I worried that 
if the show failed, 
or if I failed 
on the show, 
it would affect 
my practice. 

I couldn’t put 
my boys at risk. 

We had a good 
life together 
and were 
comfortable. 

Did I really need 
to complicate 
things? The 
other significant 

issue was that signing the contract would 
tie me to the filming schedule for weeks to 
come, preventing me from visiting my 
partner overseas. 

Pen in hand, it was time to decide. I thought 
again about my dream, and that until now 
I had always been fearless. So, with my innate 
spirit of adventure, my faith and my fearless 
attitude, I signed. 

We filmed for 16 weeks from July 
2013, and by December we had 
season one. It was an absolute 
rollercoaster ride and I was 
so relieved when it was 
over. I had worn 85 
different outfits in 
16 weeks, which was 
an achievement in itself. 

My hair hurt from all 
the blow-waves and 
my feet needed a rest. 

The show premiered on 
February 23, 2014. 1 was surprised 
that the show was so popular; I had 
thought Australians would be reluctant 
to embrace a show that was based on an 
American franchise, as we tend to dislike 
mimicry. But the producers had put together 
a spectacular program. 

Once it became clear that the audience 
supported me as the series unfolded, I felt very 
relieved. The dynamics were such that initial 
friendships turned sour fairly quickly and 
I was left to fend for myself amongst a group 
of girls who had all turned nasty. The audience 
didn’t like this. Some viewers threatened 
to turn off; they couldn’t stand seeing me

mistreated. Some of my 
friends cried watching it. Teresa couldn’t 
watch at all, Bettina wasn’t impressed by how 
I was treated, nor were my boys or my partner. 

I seriously tossed up whether I would 
participate in a second season. I had endured 
months of aggressive behaviour which had 
worn me down. I knew that the audience who 
had been sympathetic would lose compassion 
if I put myself back into the same 
situation. Only an idiot would do 
that. I decided to come back 
for another season for a few 
reasons. The cast had 
changed so I knew the 
dynamic would be 
different. I hoped that the 
new season would give me 
an opportunity to reveal 
a different aspect of my 
personality. Furthermore, 

I had drawn a large following 
and I didn’t want to disappoint 
my fans by not reappearing. 

My family supported my decision to return, 
once again trusting that I could look after 
myself. They know I am a capable woman 
who can bring the wisdom of an incredible 
life’s journey onto the show. 

Perhaps my adventurous life had been 
preparing me for this. Sometimes you need 
to take a hold of what’s in front of you, and 
you need to be fearless. •

POACHED CHICKEN SALAD WITH MAPLE-ROASTED 
PUMPKIN, FETTA & PEPITAS 



INGREDIENTS 

• 2 skinless chicken breast fillets 

• 1/2 tsp salt 

• 1 garlic clove, smashed 

• 1/2 tsp peppercorns 

• 2 mega handfuls of rocket, washed and dried 

• lOOg ( 1/2 cup) goats fetta, broken into chunks 

• 1 tbsp maple syrup 

• 3 tbsp extra-virgin olive oil 

Maple-roasted pumpkin 

• 300g (2 cups) roughly chopped pumpkin 

• 2 tbsp coconut oil, melted 

• 2 tbsp maple syrup 

• 30g (1/4 cup) pepitas (pumpkin seeds) 

• Salt flakes and freshly ground black pepper 

METHOD 

1 For the roasted pumpkin, preheat the oven to l8o°C. 
Put the pumpkin chunks on a baking tray and drizzle over 
the melted coconut oil and maple syrup, sprinkle with 



the pepitas and season. Roast for 20 minutes, or until the 
pumpkin softens; the bigger the chunks, the longer it will 
take to cook. When its cooked, leave it to cool. 2 Place 
the chicken breasts in a medium saucepan, sprinkle with 
salt, garlic and peppercorns, then pour in enough water 
to cover the chicken by about 3cm. Bring to the boil over 
a medium-high heat. You'll notice some white stuff come 
off the chicken - it's totally fine. You can scrape it off if 
you want to use this water as chicken stock later on, but 
if not just leave it in. 3 When the water comes to the boil, 
lower the heat and let it simmer for lO minutes. You can 
tell the chicken's cooked by pulling the thickest bit apart
